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Revamp 
at centre 
to include

A SHOPPING centre in 
Stourbridge will be given a 
facelift including a new logo, 
revamped signs and refur¬ 
bished units, bosses 
announced today. 

The work at the Ryemar- 
ket comes as a major regen¬ 
eration project in the town 
centre moves closer to com¬ 
pletion. Managers today said 
they wanted to ‘rebrand and 
refresh’ the centre to com¬ 
plement the redevelopment 
work taking place. 

The Crown Centre 
scheme will include a Tesco 
supermarket and shop 
units. It is due to be com¬ 
pleted by Christmas. A plan¬ 
ning application for work at 
the Ryemarket shopping 
centre has now been lodged 
with Dudley Council. 

The work includes 
installing new banner signs 
at the High Street and 
Market Street entrances 
and a totem pole with retail¬ 
ers’ names on, which will 
stand in Fountain Square. 

It is expected to start in 
the next couple of weeks and 
to be completed by the end of 
the month. Centre manager 
Kelley Dyas said: “With so 
much positive investment 
happening throughout the 
town, we felt that now is the 
right time to update The 
Ryemarket brand.” 

The former 02 shop and 
the old butcher’s shop will 
be refurbished to turn them 
into attractive units which 
will need little or minimum 
work when new tenants 
move in.

DUDLEY Hippodrome has been given 
a stay of execution, to the delight of 
campaigners who are battling to save 
it from the bulldozer. 

Councillors had been due to set a demolition 
date for the iconic building during a meeting 
last night. 

But they deferred making a final decision until 
they have more information about what the cam¬ 
paigners propose it could be used for. 


The result was greeted 
with jubilation from 
members of the Friends of 
Dudley Hippodrome, who 
have been campaigning to 
have the building reopened 
as a theatre and congre¬ 
gated outside the council 
last night. 

Supporters hailed coun¬ 
cillors’ ‘common sense’ for 
listening to their views. 

Last year Dudley Council 
announced its plan to bring 
down the building as part 
of a £10 million project. 

But the Friends group 
launched a petition which 
collected more than 20,000 
signatures. 

Thirty eight letters of 
objection were also 
received from residents 
and the Theatres’ Trust. 

Discussion 

They even submitted a 
business plan for the resur¬ 
rection of the theatre but 
the council has been told by 
an independent consultant 
that the plan was not 
viable. 

Councillor Tim Wright 
said: “When it’s gone, it’s 
gone. 

“I think we really really 
need to make sure every 
line of discussion has been 
explored before we consent 
to the demolition of the 
building.”

140 jobs 
to go with 
closure of 
hauliers 

A HAULAGE firm is to close 
its plant in the Black 
Country with the loss of 140 
jobs, it was revealed today. 

French distribution 
company Norbert Dentres- 
sangle will shut its depot in 
Rowley Regis and instead 
invest in a new central UK 
headquarters in Crick, 
N orthamptonshire. 

All 140 jobs at the plant in 
Doulton Road will go but 
staff are being given the 
chance to transfer to the 
Northamptonshire site. 

Mike Bridges, managing 
director of Norbert Dentres- 
sangle transport services, 
said: “In line with our aim of 
continually improving our 
service to customers, 
Norbert Dentressangle is 
investing in a new 285,000sq 
ft facility at Crick for the UK 
Transport Services division. 

“This change will involve 
the transfer of operations 
from our depot at Rowley 
Regis, which will close. The 
proposed relocation will be 
phased and is scheduled to 
begin from January 2014 
and be completed by May.” 

Forklift truck driver Phil 
Mees, aged 44, said: “We 
were told last week that the 
Rowley Regis depot will 
close next March and we will 
all be made redundant. But 
it’s too far for most of us.” 

Mr Mees, a divorcee living 
in Bluestone Walk, Rowley 
Regis, added: “I’ve worked 
here for eight years. We all 
knew this was coming - but 
I’m gutted really.”

Katie Hopkinson, aged 20, from Pensnett, 
who used to go to Prestwood School, Kingswin- 
ford, said: “It is fantastic they can help young 
people who are trying to look for a job but 
finding it hard in the current climate. I think 
it brings everyone together.” 


Unions in backlash over 
equal pay letdown claim 


TWO workers’ unions have 
spoken out after claims 
hundreds of women were 
let down in their battle for 
equal pay settlements from 
Dudley Council. 

Almost 200 female former and 
current employees attended a 
meeting last week to voice their 
anger at unions and the council over 
the payouts they received. 

Many of the women, which 
include catering staff, cleaners and 
care assistants, claim they were not 
given the right advice from union 
representatives - arguing they 
should have been offered more. 

They say they could have got up to 
£85,000 each, but instead rec-eived 
as little as a few hundred pounds 
from the claims first made in 2010. 
But Andrew Maybury, secretary for 
Dudley General branch of UNISON, 
defended the union today, claiming 
the advice given to each affected 
woman was correct. 

Mr Maybury said: “UNISON’s 
solicitors advised the people who 
had received initial offers from the 
employers to reject them. 

Solicitors 

“However, many people chose to 
go against their advice and accepted 
the offers and legally signed away 
their rights to make further claims. 

“Those people who followed the 
advice of the union’s solicitors and 
rejected the initial offers have, by 
and large, received larger settle¬ 
ment offers.” 

He added: “It is the view of Dudley 
General Branch of UNISON that 
members did receive appropriate 
legal advice and that that advice has 
subsequently proved to be correct. 

“We do not feel that we can be held 
responsible for those members who 
chose to reject the legal advice they 
were given.” 

Gordon Gibbs, secretary for the 
Dudley branch of GMB, also dis¬ 
puted the women’s claims. He said: 
“The council did settle cases we 
were involved in, but it is untrue to 
say we told every person to accept, 
there were instances we told them 
not to take an offer. Obviously, every 
case was different and each one was 
treated on its own accord.”

Among those at the meeting was 
Helen Downes, aged 48, a senior 
support worker who has worked at 
the council for 11-and-a-half years, 
said they were going to fight for the 
money they were owed. 

The mother of two said: “If we had 
known we would have been offered 
more, we would not have accepted 
those initial offers. We want to find 
someone who will take on our case 
and help us fight for the money we 
are owed.” 

At the meeting they were joined 
by equal pay activist Paul Savage 
who urged the women to write to the 
union bosses and ask them to inves¬ 
tigate how they handled their equal 
pay claims. 

“There are hundreds of women at 
Dudley Council who were given the 
wrong advice and have not received 


the money they were owed,” he said. 
“A proper investigation needs to 
take place into this, and the women 
need someone to help them fight for 
the money they are owed.” 

Alison Darke, 47, from Hale¬ 
sowen, who has worked as a care 
assistant at Dudley Council for nine 
years, said the council and unions 
have treated them appallingly. 

Discuss 

“They have treated us as if we are 
stupid, as if we wouldn’t realise that 
others were being paid more,” she 
said. 

“They told everyone not to discuss 
their claims, in the hope we would 
not realise. The unions have not 
done their job properly and have not 
been on our side, and I know that’s 
because we are women and they did 


not think we were worth fighting 
for.” 

Dudley Council responded by 
saying no further payments would 
be given to those who had signed a 
legal agreement. 

Councillor Gaye Partridge, 
cabinet member for human 
resources, legal and property, said: 
“Equal pay is an incredibly complex 
piece of work and every settlement is 
subject to a legal agreement 
approved by ACAS. 

“Everyone is made fully aware of 
the circumstances when agreeing 
settlements, before making the 
agreement they are advised to take 
their own legal advice and speak to 
trade unions. 

“However, we are unable to make 
any further payments where a legal 
agreement has been signed.” 


Ex-worker's 
pneumonia 
led to death 

A QUADRIPLEGIC former 
factory worker died in hospi¬ 
tal of pneumonia after his 
inability to move left him 
susceptible to chest infec¬ 
tions, an inquest heard. 

Andrew Homer, of Brier- 
ley Hill, was left immobile 
after a disc in his neck 
moved years ago and 
required constant care from 
his family and district 
nurses. 

Dudley Coroners Court 
yesterday heard the 51-year- 
old had been admitted to 
Dudley Russells Hall Hospi¬ 
tal on September 13 last 
year. 

Senior coroner Mr Robin 
Balmain was told Mr Homer, 
of Leys Road, Brierley Hill, 
had suffered from pressure 
sores for some time despite 
equipment such as a spe¬ 
cialised mattress. He was 
taken to hospital for further 
treatment but had failed to 
respond to further courses of 
antibiotics. 

Mr Homer died on Sep¬ 
tember 16, 2012. Mr 

Balmain concluded he had 
died from natural causes.

Fence yobs come under fire 
after quarry pool teen death

Peace 
medal 
honour 
for hero 

AN ex-serviceman from the 
Black Country was hon¬ 
oured for the vital role he 
played in the Korean War 
just weeks before his death 
following a battle with 
cancer. 

Gordon Nicoll, aged 86, was 
presented with a Peace Medal 
sent by the Korean Embassy 
to recognise his service in the 
campaign at a ceremony held 
at Stourbridge’s Mary 
Stevens Hospice. 

The medal was created by 
the Korean Government to 
commemorate the 60th 
anniversary of the conflict. 

Mr Nicoll, who lived in 
Rowley Regis for many 
years, was presented with 
the award by Royal British 
Legion members David 
Weaver and Derek Wright 
during the ceremony on 
June 11, which was attended 
by four generations of the 
former soldier’s family. 

Staff at the hospice, in 
Hagley Road, worked to 
secure the accolade after 
being told Mr Nicoll, who 
served with the 1st Battal¬ 
ion Argyll and Southern 
Highlanders, had been 
awarded a Presidential Unit 
Citation years ago but had 
been unable to attend the 
presentation.

A CORONER has criticised vandals who 
damaged a fence around a disused quarry 
allowing youngsters to access the site, includ¬ 
ing a teenager who drowned in a pool there, as 
an inquest ruled his death was accidental. 

Police said the firm which owned the land had done 
‘everything it reasonably could’ to secure the site 
known locally as the Blue Lagoon near Himley. 

A jury yesterday took less — — ■■ i m 


than 30 minutes to return a 
verdict of accidental death 
on the death of 15-year-old 
Augusto Zacarias. 

Jurors heard Augusto 
and a group of friends had 
entered the site, through a 
gap in a fence on July 25 
last year. 

The teenager, who could 
not swim, had slipped from 
a ledge and plunged into 
the marl hole pool, near to 
the Crooked House pub, 
Himley. 

Pulled 

His friends had desper¬ 
ately tried to help him but 
the teenager had panicked. 

Jurors heard his friends 
had managed to get him to 
the side of the pool but, in 
his fear, he had pulled away 
from the edge. 

Emergency services were 
called but Augusto disap¬ 
peared beneath the water. 

Giving evidence at the 
hearing at Smethwick 
Coroner’s Court, John 
Davies, health, safety and 
environment manager at 
Wienerberger, who owned 
the site at the time of the 
tragedy said: “On the 
morning this tragedy took 
place we had a contractor 
out to repair the fence as 
there had been trespassers 
on the day before,” he said. 

“There was a situation 
where repairs could be done 
in the morning and the 
fence could be damaged

again later the same day.” 
And he added 4x4 vehicles 
had been used to tear down 
the fence previously. 

Giving evidence yester¬ 
day Augusto’s father Pedro, 
said: “I am very sorry to 
have lost my son in these cir¬ 
cumstances.” 

Senior Coroner Mr Robin 
Balmain said: “The damage 
to the fence was caused by 
someone from the commu¬ 
nity. 

“It is perfectly shocking 
and reprehensible. 

“The people who have 
done this know who they are 
and will need to live with the 
fact that what they did will 
undoubtedly have been an 
encouragement for these 
boys to go onto the site.”

Pensioners in village Driver left with minor

A CONMAN has been preying on 
‘kind-hearted’ pensioners in a 
village near Stourbridge, taking 
cash from them after claiming he 
needed it to visit his sick wife. 

Police said the victims - two 
elderly couples and a woman living 
in Hagley - were left feeling ‘dis¬ 
tressed and upset’ after realising 
the man who called at their homes 
had tricked them into giving him 
money. 

An arrest has now been made but 
police are still appealing for infor¬ 


mation. A woman’s purse was 
stolen, with cash in it, after a man 
called at the Worcester Road address 
and was let in by the elderly house¬ 
holder when he said he needed 
money to travel to see his wife in 
hospital. 

Hagley Parish Council chairman 
Steve Colella said it was ‘disgusting’ 
anyone would prey on the elderly. 

“It is terrible when people of any 
age are conned out of money but to 
target the elderly and vulnerable is 
very low indeed,” he said. 


A DRIVER suffered minor injuries 
after her car struck a parked goods 
van near to an accident blackspot in 
Dudley. Police, fire and paramedics 
were called to Temple Street, in 
Gornal, following the crash at 
around 6am last Thursday. 

The driver was treated by the 
ambulance crew while firefighters 
closed the road near to its junction 
with Church Street for about 45 
minutes to clear spilled petrol. She 
was taken to nearby Russells Hall 
Hospital, in Dudley, for further 


checks and treatment but police said 
her injuries were not thought to be 
serious. 

Meanwhile a pregnant woman 
was taken to hospital after a two car 
crash in Oldbury last Thursday. 

Two cars collided on the Wolver¬ 
hampton Road just before its junc¬ 
tion with Hagley Road at around 
8.30am, blocking the busy road. 

Paramedics assessed one of the 
drivers who was a pregnant woman, 
and she was taken to Russells Hall 
Hospital for checks. 


Poor families face cut 
to council tax benefits 


COUNCIL tax benefits could be cut for low- 
income families in Dudley borough under 
plans to make savings. 

Dudley Council is considering making changes to its 
Council Tax Reduction scheme from April 2014 in order to 
save cash. The council’s decision-making cabinet has alre¬ 
ady formally recommended an 8.5 per cent reduction.

ear. A fresh consultation 
as now been launched to 
get residents’ views on 
whether the scheme should 
continue as it is or the 
changes should be made. 

Last year the Government 
abolished the national 
council tax benefit scheme 
and replaced it with local ini¬ 
tiatives - such as the Council 
Tax Reduction scheme. It 
meant a 10 per cent loss in 
Government funding, aro¬ 
und £2.4 million in Dudley. 

Changing 

Following a consultation, 
the authority decided to 
protect all low income fami¬ 
lies from any cuts in the 
council tax benefits they 
receive. 

But officials today said 
that the authority was 
facing further cuts to its 
funding and a decision had 
to be made on whether to 
make savings by changing 
the reduction scheme. 

Residents are being asked 
to choose between three 
options. The first is to make 
no cut at all while the second 
is the authority’s favoured 


option of an 8.5 per cent cut 
with some protection for vul¬ 
nerable groups. The third 
option is for a 20 per cent cut 
in the amount of council tax 
reduction given by the 
council. This would mean 
low-income families would 
have to pay more council tax. 

Pensioners must be pro¬ 
tected from any changes to 
the scheme - but the consul¬ 
tation asks if any other 
groups should also be pro¬ 
tected if changes are made. 

The consultation can be 
completed at www.dudley. 
gov.uk/benefits 

Alternatively, copies are 
available at Dudley Council 
Plus and all borough libra¬ 
ries. The consultation ends 
on October 18 and a decision 
made later in the year. 

Cabinet member for fin¬ 
ance, Councillor Pete Lowe, 
said: “Last year we made the 
decision to fully protect resi¬ 
dents from the Governm¬ 
ent’s policy change. Howev¬ 
er, finances continue to be 
under severe pressure, 
which means we really need 
to ask local people what they 
think.” 


Revamp shuts post office 

A POST office in Stourbridge will be closed for more than 
two weeks for refurbishment. The High Street outlet will be 
shut until August 19. The work will see the number of 
counter positions increase from four to five. Opening hours 
will also be increased by three hours a week. During the 
work, customers have been told to use nearby Post Offices 
in High Street, Lye and Junction Road, Stourbridge. 



Zoo loco gets first woman driver

A DUDLEY Zoo volunteer has been left 
chuffed after becoming the first female land 
train driver in the attraction’s history. 

Sally Skinner passed all the rigorous road 
train driving tests with flying colours and 
can now be found behind the wheel of the 
much-loved locomotive every Sunday. 

The 38-year-old, from Cradley Heath, is a 
well-known face at the zoo having been a 
volunteer for three years. 

She said: “It was a bit overwhelming at 
first being in a very male dominated envi¬ 
ronment and I do get the odd quips about 
women drivers, but I am very proud to be 
Dudley Zoo’s first female train driver. 

“It’s quite difficult to drive as it’s com¬ 
pletely different to driving a car, but I am 


enjoying it and it’s great to see the children’s 
reactions to the train as they all love riding 
on it. 

“Pm also having to get used to having my 
photo taken quite a lot, as children want to 
be pictured with me and the train.” 

The red locomotive-style land train 
travels up and down Castle Hill, taking 
aboard dozens of children, parents, buggies 
and baggage every day. 

It was introduced on site 25 years ago. The 
2.5-litre diesel Dotto train runs throughout 
the zoo’s main season and Christmas, plus 
additional events. Tthe vehicle, which was 
made in Italy, has two carriages and can 
carry up to 40 children or 30 adults for each 
journey.

Dear deer for residents' garden wildlife treat

A muntjac deer which has been in gardens 


THIS little deer caused a stir among neigh¬ 
bours when it was spotted foraging in 
gardens. 

It is thought to be a muntjac - a common 
sight in the countryside but rarer in towns. 

Retired design engineer John Smallwood, 
aged 77, rushed for his camera to photo¬ 
graph the deer when he spotted the animal 
in his garden in Eveson Road, Norton, near 
Stourbridge. 

He said: “It was amazing - I’ve never seen 
a muntjac in a garden before. 

“I was looking out of my bedroom window 
at about 8.20am and saw a shape disappear¬ 
ing into the foliage. 

“It emerged again and I could see it was a 
small deer, which I later identified on the 


internet as a muntjac. It wandered around 
and then disappeared through a hole in the 
fence into my neighbour’s garden, where I 
took the pictures.” 

Mr Smallwood, who lives with his wife, 
Pam, is used to seeing foxes in his garden 
and is a keen bird-watcher. He spotted the 
deer on Sunday morning. 

He said: “The little deer went on into 
another neighbour’s garden and then I lost 
it. It’s been a topic of conversation since in 
the area - it was smashing.” 

Zoologist Dr David Beeston, registrar and 
research co-ordinator at Dudley Zoo, said 
the species was a Reeves’s muntjac - a 
native of China but now common in the 
British countryside. He could tell that it was 


a male because it had new antlers growing. 
“They live wild in large numbers,” said Dr 
Beeston. 

“It’s been very dry and it had probably 
come from the countryside surrounding 
Norton to look for more lush vegetation - 
and gardens, which are watered, are more 
lush. 

Otters 

“A number of wild animals are now crop¬ 
ping up in towns in the West Midlands - for 
instance it’s possible to catch sight of otters 
in canals. We’ve got buzzards circling over 
Dudley Castle and there are wild polecats 
around towns now. It’s amazing how wildlife 
is repopulating urban areas.”

They are in the process of 
selling up their equipment 
at Gadd’s Special Cakes in 
Watsons Green Road, Kates 
Hill, Dudley, ready to close at 
the end of August, after 
putting the icing on their 
final orders. 

“We’re very excited about 
expecting our first grand¬ 
child,” June said. 

Longer 

“We’ve seen the scans and 
are looking forward to the 
birth between December 31 
and January 6. 

“Our son wanted us to go 
and live in Chicago, where 
he is a financial adviser, but 
we decided, after 40 years, 
we would retire at the top of 
our game so that we can go 
for longer periods to 
America to see our grand¬ 
child.” 

Michael, now aged 68, met 
June, 62, when he was chef 
and she was receptionist at 
the Park Hall Hotel in 
Wolverhampton, which was 
winning competitions 
thanks to his skills. 

Michael and June first set 
up business at the Fighting 
Cocks pub in Fighting 
Cocks, Wolverhampton, in 
1973. 

Four years later, after 
Michael won a gold award in 


London for his cake-making 
skills, they spread their 
wings and moved to their 
current premises. 

He is the master crafts¬ 
man behind the creation of 
lavish confections, which 
have ranged from replicas of 
the Empire State Building 
and the Eiffel Tower to a 
snorkelling bride and 
groom, while June handles 
the design, marketing and 
finances. 

“You can always tell a 
Michael Gadd cake from the 
taste,” said June. 

“They’re made in the old 
fashioned way, using family 
recipes with top quality 
ingredients.” 

Colourful creations and 
cakes for christenings, 
birthdays, anniversaries 
and all kinds of celebrations 
have filled their bakery with 
sweet aromas - tempting 
customers who call into 
their showroom. 

Brides have chosen all 
manner of themes for their 
cakes - from camper vans to 
castles and Disney palaces. 

There was even one who 
wanted a coffin cake - 
because the couple met at 
Gornal Wood Crematorium.

Ex-NlP in running to join EU parliament 


A FORMER Stourbridge MP is in the 
running to become a Labour candidate 
to try and win a seat in the European 
Parliament. 

Neena Gill, who lost her West Mid¬ 
lands seat in Brussels in 2009, has been 
chosen by the party to contest the elec¬ 
tions next May. 

Her position as the leading candi¬ 
date means she is almost guaranteed of 
winning back her old job because of the 
European system of proportional rep¬ 


resentation, which allocated seats 
based on parties’ shares of the vote. 

Sion Simon, former MP for Erding- 
ton, is second on the list and will win a 
seat if Labour improves its share of the 
vote. He stood down as an MP in 2010 
to campaign for Birmingham to have 
an elected mayor. 

Former Stourbridge MP Lynda 
Waltho is third on the list. She lost her 
seat in Westminster to Tory Margot 
James in 2010. The other candidates 


are Birmingham councillor Ansar Ali 
Khan, Stoke councillor Olwen Hamer, 
lawyer Anthony Ethapemi and Rugby 
councillor Claire Edwards. 

However they are only likely to get 
elected if the Tories, Lib Dems and UK 
Independence Party all poll very badly. 

Labour’s deputy leader Harriet 
Harman said: “I am proud that that 
such strong, committed and inspiring 
people have been picked by ordinary 
Labour Party members.” 


Taxi fares could 
be about to rise 

TAXI fares in Wyre Forest 
could be increased after 
proposals were lodged by 
drivers amid concerns over 
the rising cost of fuel and 
licence fees. 

Councillors will con¬ 
sider an application for a 
change in the Hackney 
Carriage fare tariff - the 
maximum amount drivers 
can charge for journeys. 

Four options for new 
fares have been put 
forward by Bewdley Taxi 
Association with increases 
ranging from around three 
to 16 per cent depending 
on the length of the trip. 

A four-week consulta¬ 
tion has already taken 
place with 60 people, who 
work in the trade, saying 
they favoured of a rise. 

Roof fall man is 
rescued by crew

on the edge of Stourport.

World champ Reanne 
breaks from the norm

ANDREW TURTON talks to 
one woman who combines 
life as a top snooker player 
with being a young mother 

SHE juggles motherhood with 
hours in the practice room per¬ 
fecting big breaks to become 
the queen of women’s snooker. 

Yet the reigning ladies world snooker 
champion Reanne Evans can go unno¬ 
ticed as she joins parents on the school 
run in her home town Dudley. 

The 27-year-old, from Gornal, is top of 
the women’s game, lifting the WLBSA 
World Ladies’ Snooker title nine consec¬ 
utive times. 

But the Black Country’s queen of the 
baize is not content to notch records 
against other women players and is now 
trying to establish herself at the highest 
level of the men’s professional tour. 

While the men’s game is going through 
a commercial revolution at the hands of 
sports magnate Barry Hearn, the 
women’s game often goes unnoticed in 
clubs across the country. 

Devoted 

Reanne scraped together what prize 
money she wins along with support from 
her devoted family to allow her to travel 
on the women’s tour across the country. 

The game is quickly expanding to far- 
flung destinations aboard like the Far 
East and Russia. 

And Reanne is now sharing the spot¬ 
light with the greats of the game includ¬ 
ing ‘The Rocket’ Ronnie O’Sullivan and 
former world champion John Higgins. 

She became the first woman ever to 
reach the final stages of a main ranking 
snooker tournament when she qualified 
for the 2013 Wuxi Classic in China last 
month. 

She received adulation as she was 
mobbed by fans, signing autographs and 
posing for pictures. But despite all her 
success so far she says nothing is more 


satisfying than being a mother to her 
seven-year-old daughter Lauren. 

“It’s brilliant and I hate to be away 
from her,” Reanne explained. “But 
luckily I have built-in babysitters with 
my parents who are a great help to me. 
Also we have Facetime [mobile video 
calling] which has helped a lot. 

“You know you are away on tour and 
that’s your job and you’ve got to do it 
but it helps that she is with my mom and 
dad.” 

“I won one world championship when 
I was seven-and-a-half months preg¬ 
nant with my daughter. I went there 


thinking I couldn’t even reach the 
tables. I always remember when I won I 
put my trophy on my bump.” 

Reanne had her first taste of the game 
growing up with her parents Patricia 
and Kevin when she was a pupil at 
Bishop Milner RC High School. Buil-der 
Kevin helped run a former social club in 
Lake Street, Lower Gornal, with his 
wife, with snooker tables inside. 

The whole family played, with her 
elder brothers Ryan and Richard both 
playing as amateurs when they were 
younger. 

A special table was set aside for Ryan 


to practice until by chance one day 
Reanne picked up a cue and realised she 
had talent. “My elder brother was late 
for practice one day so his mates said 
‘come on pick your cue up, let’s have a 
game’ and we played and I took to it 
straight away,” Reanne says. 

She says she received funny looks from 
men in the clubs, adding: “I was the only 
girl at the time so there was a little bit of 
a thing but I used to beat all of my broth¬ 
ers’ mates and they’d never come in 
again.” 

She was soon part of Midlands league 
teams at the age of 16 and was encour¬ 
aged to play on the ladies’ tour - all while 
studying part time at sixth form. It was 
not long before success followed and in 
2005 she won her first world title aged 
19. Her father created a purpose-built 
snooker room in the back garden at home 
to help her improve. 

Coverage 

Trophy cabinets are packed full of 
prizes and her burgeoning career has 
also been supported by On Q Promo¬ 
tions. 

But Reanne says she is happy to help 
lead the way for the women’s game to get 
more coverage. 

“I also want other women to be playing 
on the men’s tour,” she said. “I’ve taken 
my coaching badge and I’m now a World 
Snooker coach so if they want me to help 
the ladies then I’d be happy to do it. 

“I want to prove that I can play and 
make a living out of a game that I like 
playing.” 

Reanne has called on businessman 
Barry Hearn, who led the development of 
darts and boxing coverage, to help 
develop the women’s side of the game to 
coincide with his commercial transfor¬ 
mation of snooker. 

Ideas include a mixed doubles event 
and changes to the seeding structure for 
main tournaments to improve competi¬ 
tion and encourage women to play. 

“At the minute there is only me playing 
on the men’s tour but I’d love for there 
to be more,” she said.

Frustration over bus lane confusion 


I AM completed frustrated with the 
unnecessary bus lanes in Halesowen 
Town Centre. This has been a blight for 
local residents and the community now 
for more than eight years. 

It angers me to find West Midlands 
Police have recently been ‘tweeting’ 
about the number of fixed penalty 
tickets issued on July 26 for drivers 
who were using the bus lane. 

Under many circumstances this is 
unavoidable because of the way the 
road markings are set out, ie leaving 
Pool Road from the public car park on a 
busy Friday to travel towards Dudley. 

It is my understanding that Dudley 
Council agreed a plan to remove these 


after the completion of the new bus 
station and return the Queensway into 
Halesowen and Bromsgrove Road out 
of Halesowen to their original state. 

The bus station has been complete 
for two years now and still the council 
has not put forward a plan to resolve 
this. 

As a local who visits the town centre 
regularly I am fully aware of the prob¬ 
lems these bus lanes have caused for 
the community. 

It is now impossible to join Broms¬ 
grove Road from Pool Road during busy 
periods as this means crossing the bus 
lane and the queues form all the way 
back into the centre of Halesowen. It is 


also dangerous travelling down the 
Bromsgrove Road past Tenterfields 
where, on busy periods, the inside lane 
converges and all the traffic is forced 
into one lane. 

It is no surprise people are using an 
empty bus lane when there is a high 
volume of traffic and they can see 
nothing in the bus lane. 

Normal traffic far outnumbers the 
volume of buses which use the route 
and it is about time the road system was 
put back to its original design to benefit 
the majority of road users.

Sky is the limit for Karl 
as he aims for his wings 


A DISABLED former soldier 
who was so badly burned by a 
bomb attack in Iraq that he 
had to learn to walk again, is 
training to be a pilot. 

And while Karl Hinett is in the air so 
is love because he popped the question 
to his girlfriend. 

The Dudley soldier-turned- 
fundraiser proposed to girlfriend Beth 
Platts, aged 26, on a trip to Japan. 

Now he is in training to get his 
licence with hopes of becoming a com¬ 
mercial pilot when he qualifies. 

Karl, also 26, lives in Dudley with 
Miss Platts, who supported him in his 
epic challenge to run 100 marathons in 
two years in aid of the Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital Charity Birmingham, said he 
proposed while they were overseas two 
months ago. 

Amazing 

Although he has a wedding to plan, 
although no date has yet been set, 
Karl, of Stirling Road, will be staying 
focussed on his latest goal. 

He said: “It was funded by Help for 
Heroes and the place where I am actu¬ 
ally training is Blackbushe Airport, 
Surrey. 

“The company who are sorting out 
all the training is a company called 
Aerobility which caters specifically for 
disabled people, so they help get people 
with disabilities and teach them to fly. 

“Currently what I am training to do 
is complete my private pilot’s licence 
which in the grand scheme of becoming 
a pilot is the start of it which requires 
me to do a minimum of 45 hours of 
flying. 

“There are numerous exams that I 
have to sit, a lot of theory, but that is 
the first step on the ladder to becoming 
a commercial pilot. ” 

Karl started training earlier this 
month and admitted the challenge was

daunting. “It really is nerve-wrack¬ 
ing,” he said. 

“There was no messing about, we 
were straight into the air with the good 
weather we had, so I got a lot of prac¬ 
tise up in the air. 

Tricky 

One of the tricky manoeuvres was 
learning how to cope when the aircraft 
stalls so that was quite nerve-wrack¬ 
ing, but it was amazing and it is all run 
by people who have experienced hard¬ 
ship through their own disabilities and 
the people who run it are amazing.” 

“When the opportunity came along I 
jumped at it,” he added. 

As a private with the Staffordshire 
Regiment, Karl suffered severe burns 
to his hands, legs, arms and face after 


the armoured vehicle he was travelling 
in was bombed in Iraq in 2005 while he 
was serving in the Army. 

His injuries were so bad he had to 
painstakingly learn to walk again. 

But he said the experience has made 
him snap up any challenges that come 
his way. 

“I could never imagine half the 
things that I have done now I would 
have done before I was injured,” he 
said. “The injury changed my life, it 
just made me really say ‘y es ’ more 
when opportunities came along.

LAST year, the Government 
received £22,400 in taxes per 
household in the UK. It 
spent £25,871. The differ¬ 
ence - £3,471 - was bor¬ 
rowed. 

This is the story of a gener¬ 
ation. We inherited a country 
that had long lived beyond 
its means, with money bor¬ 
rowed every year to plug the 
gap. Imagine borrowing 
£3,471 every year with no 
means of paying it back. 
Where would your family be 
after 10 years? The answer 
is simple - bankrupt - and 
that is where this country 
was headed in 2010. 

Difficult 

We have turned things 
round. The deficit - the dif¬ 
ference between what we 
spend as country and what 
we receive in taxes - has 
been cut by a third. That 
means that each year we 
have to borrow less and less. 

We baulk at £3,471 bor¬ 
rowed for every household. 
In 2010 it stood at £5,675. We 
have made difficult decisions 
about public spending, but it 
is working, the deficit is 
coming down. 

It is our ambition to elimi¬ 
nate the deficit completely, 
putting the country back 
into surplus so that every 
year we can actually pay off 
our debts rather than add to 
them. This is responsible. 

The Chancellor recently 
set out steps to get the deficit 
down by a further £11.5 
billion. As promised, the 
NHS and education budgets 
are both protected. There 
will be no cuts to military 


numbers and the equipment 
budget for our brave service¬ 
men will rightly go up. 

We are setting aside mon¬ 
ey to enable local councils to 
freeze Council Tax for a 
further two years. This 
means that Council Tax will 
have been frozen for the 
entire Parliament - five 
years - worth £100 to the 
average family. For those on 
fixed incomes this is a real 
help. 

There will be further caps 
to welfare and fairness will 
be extended. Benefit claim¬ 
ants who do not speak 
English will have to learn or 
lose their benefits. Pension¬ 
ers who retire to the sun will 
lose their winter fuel pay¬ 
ments in a new ‘temperature 
test’. 

Britain has to live within 
its means, but that does not 
have to come at the price of 
progress. Through reform, 


getting more from every 
pound we spend; growth, to 
give Britain the education, 
enterprise and economic 
infrastructure it needs; and 
fairness, making sure that 
those with the broadest 
shoulders bear the largest 
burden - we can move 
forward. 

Last month saw really pos¬ 
itive news on the economy 
which grew by 0.6 per cent in 
the three months to June, up 
from 0.3 per cent in the pre¬ 
vious quarter. 

Crucially, every sector of 
the economy grew, showing 
that growth is taking root 
across the board and the 
recovery is now hitting 
everything from agriculture 
to construction. 

These figures are much 
better than forecast showing 
that, despite Labour talking 
down the economy, we are 
turning things round, we are 


generating growth. 

Crucially, we are far out¬ 
performing our EU neigh¬ 
bours. Germany grew by just 
0.1 per cent and is forecast to 
grow just 0.3 per cent in 
2013. We have had double 
their whole year’s growth in 
just three months. 

France, who are pursuing 
the very policies Labour 
suggest the UK should 
switch to, are experiencing 
economic collapse. Their 
economy is contracting and 
they have record unemploy¬ 
ment. It shows that we took 
the right decisions. 

I am often asked by fellow 
local residents about what 
life as an MP is like. Yes there 
is the legislation and having 
to be on hand to help resi¬ 
dents in need - both of which 
form a core part of what I 
was elected to do. But to this 
I add a third important role; 
being a cheerleader for 
Dudley and the Black 
Country. 

Proud 

We are no sheep of a town, 
quite the reverse. Dudley is a 
leading borough in our 
country, from our advanced 
engineering and manufac¬ 
turing through to one of the 
largest covered retail spaces 
in the UK. We have a lot to be 
proud of. You will never 
catch me talking Dudley 
down and I am proud to show 
the world just what our 
borough can achieve.

Site cleared for £6m hotel 


A FORMER factory has been 
flattened to make way for a £6 
million hotel and restaurant 
aimed at boosting tourism in 
Stourbridge. 

Demolition work is taking place at 
the former Cox Hire premises in Birm¬ 
ingham Street. Buildings on the four- 
acre site - used for many years by the 
firm before it relocated to Netherton - 
have been reduced to rubble. 

Contractors from DSM Demolition, 
which recently pulled down the Bell 
Street multi-storey car park to make 
way for the new Tesco supermarket, 


have been working on site. Once it has 
been cleared, construction work will 
start on the 80-bedroom Premier Inn 
and Brewers Fayre restaurant. It is due 
to be completed by spring 2014. 

The scheme is a joint venture 
between Barberry Developments, 
Whitbread Hotels and Restaurants 
and Cox Hire Ltd. Barberry managing 
director Jon Bellfield said the site was 
an ideal location for a scheme of this 
kind. 

“It is well-positioned for people to 
explore the Black Country and the sur¬ 
rounding countryside,” he said. 

“The scheme will create new jobs, 


attract additional visitors and help to 
support existing businesses in the 
area.” 

Spokesman for Whitbread Hotels 
and Restaurants John Bates said: “The 
new hotel in Stourbridge complements 
others we are soon to open in nearby 
areas, including Dudley. We are looking 
forward to opening our doors to cus¬ 
tomers in spring 2014.” 

Dudley Council granted permission 
for the hotel, which will be built in an 
L-shape at a height of four-storeys, 
earlier this year. Talks are currently 
taking place with potential drive- 
through operators for the site.

“I had just one Southern Comfort and it 
was more than five hours later when the 
police stopped me. 

“The law should be changed so that one 
drink is too much,” said the former Hale¬ 
sowen College student, who passed her 
driving test less than six months ago. 

“There should be zero tolerance,” she 
added.

Flying the flag to show best 
of our hostin' Black country

FROM the Newcomen 
Engine to Lez Zeppelin, 
from faggots and peas to 
the unmistakeable taste of 
orange, battered chips-the 
Black Country has plenty to 
shout loudly and proudly 
about. 

But a single flag flying from a gov¬ 
ernment office in London was the 
only mark of a day to celebrate all 
that is good about it. 

Now an MP wants to make Black 
Country Day an annual event that 
shares pride in industry, culture and 
heritage. 

Tom Watson is canvassing opin¬ 
ions from politicians and residents 
across the four boroughs of the Black 
Country about what should be 
included if the day becomes a fixture 
in the calendar. 

Competition 

It comes after the Department of 
Communities and Local Govern¬ 
ment marked Black Country Day by 
raising a specially-designed banner 
on the anniversary of the invention 
of the Newcomen steam engine on 
July 14, which has pride of place at 
the Black Country Living Museum. 

The banner depicts a chain link on 
a black, white and red background 
and was designed last year as part of 
a competition. 

The winning entry was by Gracie 
Sheppard, of Redhill Primary 
School, in Stourbridge and recalls 
the famous description of the Black 
Country by Elihu Burrit that it was 
‘black by day and red by night’ owing 
to the smoke and fires of industry. 

But other than that no celebra¬

Residents determined 
to prove value of home

CAMPAIGNERS fighting to 
save a threatened care home 
in Dudley organised a gar¬ 
dening event for residents as 
part of their bid to prove its 
worth to council bosses. 

The future of New Bradley Hall, 
Kingswinford is being reviewed by 
Dudley Council as part of a wider 
examination of adult social care in the 
borough. 

The council had back-tracked on 
plans to close the home in Compton 
Drive last April - but no long-term 
commitment has been made for the 
site, which has just over 20 elderly res¬ 
idents. 

An action group led by Mac Scott 


MBE has been lobbying new adult 
social care boss at the council, Council¬ 
lor Dave Branwood, to keep the home 
open. 

Last week, Mr Scott arranged a gar¬ 
dening event for the residents to show 
the benefits the care home was provid¬ 
ing its users. 

Craftwork 

The home also provides activities 
such as shopping, music, craftwork 
and outdoor visits. 

Mr Scott said: “I want to prove to the 
council the home is not just somewhere 
people are put to let them die - they are 
given fun and enjoyment and no-one 
wants to leave. 

“Many of the residents have lived 
there for more than 10 years. They 


don’t want change, they want to stay 
put with their friends and the carers 
they trust. 

“We hope to keep reminding the 
council of this, of course we are still 
concerned they have not committed 
long-term.” Mr Scott’s mother-in-law 
Irene Claridge, aged 96, is cared for at 
the home. 

She was among 5,000 who signed a 
petition to save the home when its 
closure was first proposed. He said: 
“This is a wonderful Dudley Council- 
owned care home and the residents are 
extremely happy and contented living 
there.” 

Mr Scott has been told to wait until 
the end of the summer to hear the 
result of the council’s review into adult 
social care in the borough.

Hippodrome was a magnet 
for a long list of top stars 


THE opening of the elegant Dudley Opera 
House on Monday, September 4,1899 was 
a spectacular event for the town. 

Honoured guests included the Earl and Count¬ 
ess of Dudley, the mayor, and members of the 
town council. 

They were joined by ‘a large and fashionable audi¬ 
ence’ who tested the holding capacity of this ‘handsome 
building, occupying a commanding position’. 

Designed in the Italian Renaissance style, it was 
made of red brick with terracotta dressings, while its 
stage was of such height, width and depth that ‘it will 
allow of the most elaborate scenic effects’. 

That evening it was brought alive with a performance 
of The Mikado by the D’Oyly Carte Repertory Company, 
admirably supported by Dudley’s orchestra. 

It must have been a most proud night for John 
Maurice Clement, the man whose energy and enthusi¬ 
asm had pushed forward this project on land he had pur¬ 
chased from the Earl of Dudley. Born in the town, 
Clement had once worked at the Earl’s estate office, but 
he was always drawn to theatre. 

From involvement in amateur dramatics he became 
a theatrical agent and in 1888 he opened his first 
theatre, The Colosseum in Trindle Road. This had been

a circus but it became the home of drama in Dudley until 
the Opera House was finished. 

Like most owners of similar theatres Clement was 
unable to get by with productions of operas and Shake¬ 
spearian plays. He had to widen the appeal with more 
popular plays and even variety shows. Dudley Opera 
House continued in this vein until 1936 when it closed 
after it was damaged badly by fire. The site was then 
bought by the Kennedy brothers who built the Hippo¬ 
drome theatre and the Plaza cinema next door. 

Streamlined 

A splendid Art Deco building, the Hippodrome was 
designed by Archibald Hurley Robinson, a Birmingham 
architect who was well-known for his Art Deco cinemas. 
This connection explains why from the outside the Hip¬ 
podrome looked like a super-cinema with its stream¬ 
lined fagade. Inside, there were also Art Deco 
decorations. 

The Hippodrome held 1,700 people and was one of the 
biggest and best-known venues across the Midlands. 
There were full houses as top artists and comedians 
appeared. Laurel and Hardy performed there, as did 
Bob Hope - and when he did so, crowds packed the 


approach roads in the hope of getting a glimpse of the 
American star. Variety, plays and musical comedy also 
drew sizeable audiences, while the D’Oyly Carte 
Company with operettas by Gilbert and Sullivan was 
popular, as were spectacular ice shows and celebrated 
pantomimes. But the theatrical heyday was brought to 
an end by the rise of television, and the Hippodrome 
closed as a live venue in February 1964. 

Fortunately, it continued to be a popular venue as a 
bingo club from 1967. Sadly, though, this magnificent 
building has lain empty since 2005 and is threatened 
with demolition. Malcolm Palmer is one of many local 
people who vehemently oppose these plans; instead 
they want the Hippodrome to be brought back into use. 

Here, Malcolm shares with us some of his memories 
of that iconic structure: 

“I first started going to the Hippodrome in the latter 
part of the 1940s with either my parents or my aunt and 
uncle. The pantomimes were always special and a great 
attraction to youngsters like myself. Early recollections 
included seeing Billy Russell in pantomime. 

“Russell was Birmingham-born and in the latter part 
of his life had regular appearances in Crossroads. 

Malcolm was instrumental in starting the Friends of 
the Hippodrome, which is campaigning to bring the 
building back into full and sustainable use.

But now after six months 
away from each other the 
pair are back in each other’s 
arms and temporarily re¬ 
united - and have vowed to 
continue their fight to be 
together. 

Mr Cooper immediately 
fell in love with his wife-to- 
be Adna, aged 35, while he 
was working as a missionary 
in Sao Paulo, Brazil, and 
after six months he married 
her at Kingswinford Chris¬ 
tian Centre, before the pair 
worked and settled in the 
region for three years. 

But after returning to the 
South American country for 
nine years to teach English 
at a private school and then 
run a church, Mr Cooper, 
aged 38, was told by the 
Borders Agency that he 
could not bring back his wife 
to the United Kingdom. 

Payslips 

The is due toimmigration 
rules introduced last July 
which mean only British 
people who show they have 
earned more than £18,600 a 
year can sponsor their non- 
European spouse’s visa. 

Mr Cooper was earning 
more than that but because 
the First Renewal Presbyte¬ 
rian Church is a non-profit 
organisation, he cannot get 
payslips for the application, 
in order to prove his earn¬ 
ings. 

The authorities have now 
let Mrs Cooper return to the

Black Country for six 
months only on a tourist’s 
visa while the couple appeal 
the original decision and 
make a new application to 
the Home Office. 

They hope to win their 
battle by arguing the rules 
breach their human rights 
by keeping them apart. 

Mr Cooper, who returned 
to live with his parents 
Robert and Katherine in 
Comber Drive, Pensnett, in 
March, said: “We are just 
overjoyed to be back 
together but there is still a 
long way to go so we just 
need to keep fighting.” 

He added: “It is totally 
unjust. We know this is only 
temporary but we just want 
to enjoy it for now.” 

Mr Cooper taught in 
Brazil before becoming a 
pastor. Last year he 
returned to set up a church 
in London and assumed his 
wife, aged 34, would follow 
after submitting an applica¬ 
tion for an indefinite visa for 
her but it was rejected. 

Mr Cooper was brought 
up in Pensnett and attended 
Pensnett School. He worked 
for Laidler Steels before 
heading out on church 
mission for Kingswinford 
Christian Centre in 1999. 
Mrs Cooper worked at the 
former Kwick Save in Pear 
Tree Lane, Dudley.

W hen he’s not swimming for 
charity, scoping out variety 
acts on Britain’s Got Talent, or 
writing children’s books, David 
Walliams is a brilliant comedy actor.

Suzuki set to fill a gap in market 



Both of the Suzuki Swift 4x4 models are powered by a 1.2-litre petrol engine producing 94PS

SUZUKI has made its name as a maker of 
small cars and 4x4s, so it comes as a surprise 
that it’s taken until now to combine the two. 

But as traditional SUVs have grown larger and more 
expensive, there’s a clear gap in the market for a car with all- 
weather ability that’s cheaper to buy and run than many 
standard hatchbacks. 

After all, by no means everyone who lives in the country¬ 
side is a millionaire, and for the environmentally conscious 
there are few greener alternatives, with fuel consumption 
averaging better than 50mpg. 

So, enter the Suzuki Swift 4x4, based on the Japanese 
company’s best-selling hatchback, which could be yours for 
a little over £12,600. 

Kettle 

Its main competitor is the Fiat Panda. Yes Suzuki still pro¬ 
duces the Jimny but that’s a different kettle of fish. 

It’s a more traditionally built 4x4, a sort of baby Vitara, 
but its accomplished off-road performance requires compro¬ 
mises which impact on its ride comfort and handling on the 
road. Not so the Swift 4x4: in fact from its appearance or 
driving experience you’d be hard pressed to spot any differ¬ 
ences with the standard hatchback. Unless, that is, you pay 
an extra £1,000 for the top-of-the-range model with its 
special bodykit. 

There are no levers or buttons to worry about. The four- 
wheel drive system is fully automatic with a viscous coupling 
proportionally directing power to the rear wheels when the 


front ones start to slip. The coupling is little bigger than a 
clenched fist: in fact the whole 4x4 system adds just 65kg to 
the car’s weight. The result is little impact on performance, 
just 5mpg less and a lOg/km increase in C02 emissions. 

The test drives took place in North Wales, with 20 miles 
or so of steep inclines and dirt tracks through the Berwyn 
Mountains, where first and second gears were the order of 
the day. It was pleasantly surprising to find we had averaged 
42mpg, so 50mpg should be entirely feasible in day-to-day 


use. Both 4x4 models are powered by the Swift range’s 1.2- 
litre petrol engine, one of the most powerful in its class with 
94PS on tap. With a 0 to 62mph time of 13.3 seconds it’s a 
little slower off the mark than the standard hatchback. Yet 
it doesn’t seem to struggle - its performance on the open 
road, and at motorway speeds, was something of a revelation 
with low noise levels and a civility which would be the envy 
of cars with much more power to spare. The extra 25mm ride 
height (to accommodate the 4x4 system and give those who 


venture off road a bit more ground clearance) doesn’t seem 
to have affected the road holding or supple ride, either. 

That’s as it should be. This new Swift is not aimed at 
wannabe explorers, it’s a car for those who need to drive 
come rain, sleet or snow and who want the extra traction and 
security of four-wheel drive at an affordable price. 

Suzuki is dipping its toes into a new market sector so - for 
the time being at least - there isn’t the option of a 4x4 with 
the Swift range’s 1.3-litre diesel engine. But with the petrol 
engine’s economy, lower price and the petrol/diesel price dif¬ 
ferential that’s only likely to be an issue for higher mileage 
drivers. 

Standards 

The 4x4 comes in five-door, five seat SZ3 and SZ4 grades, 
the two best-equipped models in the Swift range. List prices 
are £13,819 and £15,739 but - at least until September - 
Suzuki has included the new car in its ‘VAT free’ offer. 

That works out At £12,616 and £13,116 respectively. 

The SZ3 is well-equipped by class/price standards with 
ABS and other electronic braking systems, plus an electronic 
stability programme helping the four-wheel drive to keep 
you safe. 

Front, side and curtain airbags are also standard, along 
with convenience features such as electric windows, driver’s 
seat and steering wheel multi-adjustment, electrically- 
heated and adjustable door mirrors, manual air condition¬ 
ing, and a radio/CD player with remote controls on the 
steering wheel. 

Step up to the SZ4 and you also get automatic air condi¬ 
tioning, automatic headlamps and a 4x4 body kit. The wheel 
arch extensions, side skirts and front and rear skid plates 
emphasise the fact you’ve got the 4x4 version, as well as 
offering some protection over uneven ground.

IT’S not often the bubble of eve-of-season 
optimism is pricked on the opening day - 
especially when it is by an unwelcome spate 
of injuries. 

But that was the case at Deepdale on Saturday as Wolves 
were left nursing three casualties that look like robbing 
them of the services of Richard Stearman, George Elokobi 
and Dave Edwards for the foreseeable future. 

That the trio happen to be the most experienced players 


after captain Sam Ricketts 
suggests the onus is going to 
fall on the young guns even 
more heavily during what is 
already a demanding early 
period. 

It looks like testing the 
young squad to the limits, 
seemingly shattering head 
coach Kenny Jackett’s plan 
for his new-look team to gel.
